RECOVER BIG PORTION OF RANSOM 


PROVINCETOWN, Mass., May 8 —KKkenneth and Cyril 
Zuck, brothers, pleaded not guilly today to the kidnapping 
of 10-year-old Margaret MeMath, Kenneth asked a continu 
ance of his case and agreed with District Attorney William 
Crossley on May 22, but Cyril asked an immediate hearing 

The cases of both, however, were continued to May 22 
and each was ordered held in $100,000 bail 

The two brothers were taken back to the Barnstable jail 

District Attorney Crossley, in addressing the court, des 
eribed the case as one of “the greatest importance” and of a 
nature requiring heavy bail 

He pointed out that in murder cases defendants are not 
permitted to be released on bail and that if the common 
wvealth’s contentions are correet, kidnapping may be a great 
deal worse than murder in many cases

Life Spared 

ELGIN, Ill, May 8—The dramatic 
details of how a 17-year-old girl 
was forced to act as executioner of 
her father’s slayer, after her own 
life had been spared by the failure 
of a shot gun to respond to the trig- 
ger, were revealed today. 

The girl, for whose act the state's 
attorney said he would ask a cor- 
oner’s jury today to return a ver- 
dict of justifiable homicide, is Lor- 
¢tta Schmitz. Her victim was Oliver 
Day, 48, slayer of her father, John 
Schmitz, 56, a farmer. Authorities 
said they believed Day had become 
moody over his failure to win the 
girl. 


| BRIEF REIGN OF TERROR 

The brief reign of terror took 
place in the Schmitz home when 
Day, believed crazed by liquor, 
dashed into the bedroom of Mr. and 
|Mrs. Schmitz, for whom he had 
worked for 15 years as a farm 
j}hand. He was armed with a shot 
}gun and said he intended to kill 
/them all. 

As Schmitz leaped from bed and 
struggled with the man Day shot 
| him fatally through the neck. Day 
then ran to Loretta’s room. 

The girl said she was forced to 
gct on the bed while Day pointed 
the gun at her. As she waited with 
her face covered for the shot that 

| would send her into eternity 


but nothing happened.

WHO COMES FIRST 

When Liberal members of Par- 
liament last Tuesday protested 
the increase in the duties on knit- 
ted goods provided in the budget 
and asked how the farmers would 
be able to buy knitted goods in 
view of the very low prices for 
farm products, Mr. Rhodes, Min- 
ister of Finance, promptly re- 
plied: “I am talking about manu- 
factured products, not agricul- 
tural commodities.” 

The remark is full of signifi- 
cance, considering all the 
information brought out in the 
discussion, It indicated to what 
extent the manufacturers are the 
particular care of the present 
Government. The British prefer- 
ential rate on knitted goods is not 
being increased, but the new in- 
termediate tariff rate will be 35 
per cent plus 25 cents per pound, 
and the genera! tariff rate will 
be 45 per cent plus 30 cents per 
pound. These are very high rates 
and are plainly intended to prac- 
tically prohibit imports from 
European countries and _ the 
United States. 

The remarkable feature of this 
is that only $600,000 worth of 
knitted goods are coming from 
those foreign countries now, while 
$48,000,000 worth are produced in 
Canadian factories. The present 
tariff increases do not affect the 


$900.000 of imports from Great 
Britain. They are ostensibly to 
protect the Canadian industry 
from a trifling amount of foreign 


competition—which is just 1% 
per cent of the output of Cana-

The Passing Show

Yesterday was one of the mournful anniver- 
saries of current British history. Eighteen years 
before at cight minutes past two on the afternoon 
of May 7, a German submarine captain sent a 
torpedo into the bowels of the great Cunarder 
Lusitania as she neared the Irish coast. He fol- 
lowed it up with another. Nearly thirteen hun- 
dred non-combatants were fed into the maw of the 
| sea. Most of them were British but a few were 
Americans. The sinking of the Lusitania was one 
of the factors in bringing America into the war.

The date might have passed me but for the 
happy chance that my brother Ernest and I 
lunched together in Edmonton where he too is on 
the Bulletin editorial staff. Ernest has reason to 
remember the sinking of the Lusitania. He was on 
board of her at the time she was hit, saw the course 
of the torpedo as it sped towards the vitals of the 
great ship, and was in the water with a little five- 
year-old girl in his arms when the ship took her 
final plunge. He saw sights that only now at the 
safe distance of the years do we talk over—of the 
aged gray-haired woman sucked down towards 
the furnace rooms as the ship heeled over and 
briny cataracts went pouring down the funnels, or 
those more tragic sights in the Queenstown morgue 
of mothers with shock-born babes still united in 
death. It would have made a fiendish sight for 
the Cologne archbishop’s son who captained the 
sub and gave the order to fire. He got his later 
on from the masked guns of a “Q” ship that lay 
in wait for him( daring his torpedoes and gunfire, 
but without the horrors of drowning women and 
children.

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Yet the memory that outlasts all others to my 
brother is of the calmness of the passengers and 
crew. There was no panic. Only one man, and he 

| a clergyman lost his nerve for a time. Even when 

| that first boatload of women and children a “fall” 

| having been splintered by the torpedo explosion, 

| allowing one end of the loaded craft to drop from 
the davits—spewed its helpless company into the 
sea, passengers threw lifebelts and deckchairs to 
them as the ship with all her engine room staff 
dead, sped on past them. 

There were many unstudied heroics that dap. 
Old Charles Frohman, peering over his glasses and 

| preacher-like admonishing a weeping woman 
| “Have no fear—death is the greatest adventure of 
life’—Elbert Hubbard and his wife Alice, mak- 
ing no effort to save themselves, but quietly em- 
bracing with a last gesture closing the cabin door 
upon their sacred moment of parting. 

None of the wireless staff was saved. Three 
‘teen age youngsters sat on an upturned lifeboat 
as the ship went down, smoking cigarettes and 
| crying “Cheerio” to the rest.

The rescue of my brother and the accidental 
saving of another brother from death in the Lusi- 
tania sinking broke a family legend. My father, my 
grandfather and my great grandfather—all sailors 
—all lost their lives at sea. We know the meaning 
of Kipling’s lines: 

“If blood be the price of Admiralty 
Lord God we have paid it in.” 

When Ernest saw the torpedo coming and heard 
| the explosion he made no attempt to escape. He 
| thought it was the family fate. A little girl whom 
he saved, really saved him. 

My brother Charles who had been in that first 
sea-duel of the war between the Carmania and 
the Cap Trafalgar off the coast of Brazil, was sec- 
ond assistant engineer of the Lusitania. When 
Ernest asked for him on boarding the boat at New 
York he learned that Charles had broken his ankle, 
falling over a gangplank, and was then in the 
Royal Norihern Hospital at Liverpool. The fam- 
ily fate doubly exhausted itself. Not a fireman or 
engineer escaped 

All the same, Ernest had a narrow squeak. He 
was three hours in the water clinging to a deck- 
| chair before being picked up by a fishing boat. He 
| thought he had been in the water about nine 

hours. 

Little Helen Smith had been his playmate on 
| the trip. Just turned five, she was on her way to 
Wales to a family reunion with her father and 
mother, two sisters, a baby brother, two cousins 
and an aunt. She was the only one among them 
to be rescued. Ernest had told her to wait by a 
| Companion way while he searched for a lifebelt 
for her. While he was below, water reached the 
| dynamo and the alleyways went into blackness. 
| She was still waiting when he groped his way 
| back. “Two gentlemen wanted to take me but I 

wouldn't go,” she said. 

When they went over the side before the ship 
| plunged they went so far down that it seemed all 
| blackness. The water pressure was like a band 
round the brow. When they came up, they shot 
half out of the water. 

A dead, bespectacled man—he had died of shock 
—wearing a lifebelt was their first support. Water 
had swelled the tapes of the lifebelt and with but 
one hand free, Ernest could not remove the belt 
| Finally he got Helen in a sitting position between 

the arms of a floating deckchair. He himself hung 
| onto the rungs. When the fishing boat picked them 

up, his hands were so numb and clenched that his 

fingers had to be pried from the rungs. It was a 

narrow squeak 
| And little Helen! Such is the trustfulness of 

childhood that she prattled on after her nausea 
was over, about something cute the baby brother 
had said at breakfast, and mourned the loss of her 
pretty dresses. 

When the kind peuple of Queenstown look her 
away to load her with dresses and dolls she said, 
“I think I'll stay another day here. 1! like this 
place.”

DIET OFTEN REDUCES SWOLLEN NECK 
GLANDS 

Whenever you have had a cold or an attack of 
tonsilitis, you have probably noticed a number of 
small hard lumps formed at the sides of the neck; 
these are swollen lymphatic glands. Some 600 o: 
700 glands are located in different parts of the body 
in groups. Their function is to serve centers and 
storage stations, and they are often a battle ground 
where the white corpuscles fight disease germs and 
infections. Several of the groups are located in the 
neck region where they are stationed in lymphatic 
vessels coming from the head and face. The lym. 
phatic system 1s really a drainage or sewage system 
which takes care of excess blood fluids located be- 
teween the cells of the tissues. Whenever one suf- 
fers from infection of the head or throat, the lym. 
phatic glands in the neck must work overtime 
These glands enlarge slowly with chronic disorders, 
such as catarrh, and enlarge rapidly with colds o1 
tonsillitis. They become enlarged in performing 
their natural work of filtering out toxins and bac- 
teria and preventing them from entering the gen- 
eral blood system. 

You can readily understand that, when there is 
any longstanding cronic disorder, it will be neces- 
sary for the lymphatic glands to remain enlarged 
If you find these hard little lumps under the ear 
or down the side of the neck, or in the other regions 
of the body where they are present, you may be 
sure that you have some cronic trouble and in some 
cases great care is required to establish the correct 
diagnosis. Ordinarily the lymphatic glands are so 
small as not to be noticeable, but they may enlarge 
up to the size of a bean or small nut. Sometimes 
the glands become swollen or even filled with pus, 
in which case they are tender and painful. 


In acute infections we find that the swelling of 
the glands reduces as soon as the infection is over. 
When they do not return to normal size immediate- 
ly, a fasting and dieting regimen will often enable 
the lymphatic glands to carry off the accumulated 
waste and so reduce im size. This is especially true 
of young children who usually get the best results. 
In older people, especially of the glands are very 
large or are enlarged in many parts of the body, 
some chronic disorder may be present and the 
most careful examination should be used to find out 
the fundamental cause, since the enlargement of 
the glands is sometimes the first indication of ser- 
ious disorders. In these cases the treatment would 
depend somewhat on the fundamental cause. 

If the glands are painful, hot applications often 
give relief. A good way to give these is to use the 
hot water bottle or the palient may have the heat 
baked into the side of the neck with deep therapy 
lamps. Should the cause of the swollen glands be 
abscesses, sinus trouble, gum boils, ete, the 
physician should try to establish drainage and the 
glands will often be reduced without other treat- 
ment. In cases which have been present for some 
time without a local point of infection, osteopaths, 
chiropractors, or masseurs are often helpful if they 
use the manipulative treatments to re-establish a 
normal drainage from the lymphatic glands. Those 
of you living near a city or good-sized town should 
be able to locate a doctor who gives this type of 


treatment. 
Children sometimes undergo a glandular fever 


in little epidemics. This condition is sometimes 
mistaken for mumps or tubercular glands, Not 
much treatment is needed for this disorder, but the 
child should be confined to bed, enemas should be 
used and principally an acid fruit diet until the
